RULING LEGISLATION. 


A well informed correspondent sug­ 
gests that the true remedy for the care­ 
lessness cf legislation that seems to be 
growing on tis, is a return to the old 
method of the actual reading and con­ 
sideration of all bills, section by section, 
in committee of the whole. 
If this is practicable it would go very 
far toward the prevention of mistakes. 
Certainly some improvement on the pres­ 
ent use or non use of the committee of 
the whole is needed,an i we think might 
be had. 
As practiced of late, it is an 
empty form of 
D o u s e whatever.—J/ii- 
Waukee Sentinel. 
The fault does not lie altogether with 
the committee of the whole. The com­ 
mittees themselves are very much to 
blame for such careless and reckless leg­ 
islation. One of the most mischievous 
bdl that passed the late legislature—the 
so-called inebriate bill—passed the com­ 
mittee on chantable, reformatory and 
penal institutions. 
It was the most per­ 
nicious bills, in 6ome respects, that ever 
passed the legislature, and yet the com- 
mittee could not tell 
how 
it hap­ 
pened to pass in the 
form 
which 
Governor 
Hoard 
found 
it. 
Of 
course he vetoed tie measure, but the 
fact of it passing both houses in the 
worst shape possible, shows that the 
committee practically knew nothing of 
the special character of the bill when it 
left their hands.

be read two or three 
times. 
To be 6nre there would be con­ 
gu stab le delay, but the time in reading 
the bills would be irefully spent. It 
would also be a good thing for the state 
if the legislature wire ,to adopt a rule 
similar to that cf the MassacLusets leg­ 
islature—ried’.tg every bill two or three 
times by the committee to which it shall 
be referred, to see that it is properly en­ 
gr* Eied, and to see that there are no 
careless cr unconstitutional features in 
it. There, the main In secte is done by 
the committee; here, the business is 
largely done by the committee of the 
whole and done very poorly. 
It would not be difllcuJt to manage the 
reading of the bills in committee of the 
whole if the members htd a mind to 
work. It is estimated that during the 
first half of the session of the legislature, 
not more than three hours a day includ­ 
ing the regular session of eitner house 
and the session of the committees, are 
devoted to work. 
And this is a fair esti­ 
mate of the time spent in legislative 
woik fcr fully cne-bfclf cf tie session. 
Then when the time 2cmes to hurry up 
with weak, Here is such a rush and such 
reckless haste, that bungling legislation 
cannot be avoided.

L o n d o n , May 22. —The German steamer 
German Emperor, from London for Bill- 
boa, ran into the British steamer Beres­ 
ford, from Hartlepool for Bombay, a t 4 
o ’clock yesterday morning while the latter 
wn^ lying at anchor on tho Goodwin sands. 
Tho German Emperor sunk instantly. 
Boats were launched from the Beresford 
and su cceed ed in rescuing three persons 
from the doomed steamer. 
There were 
seventeen persons on board the Beresford. 
The latter soon disappeared in the fog, 
and for awhilo hor fate was unknown, but 
it is now learned th at she is proceeding to 
Gravesend, where sho will effect tem por­ 
ary repairs. 
Nine persons on board tho 
German Emperor took a small boat and 
succeeded in landing a t Dover. 
Neverthe­ 
less, it is thought that thirty persons per­ 
ished. 


L a t e r —Tho survivors who landed at 
Dover from tho lost steamer German Em­ 
peror gave exaggerated reports concern­ 
ing the loss of life by tho collision.

It is now announced that 
Germany had finally consented to restore 
King Malietoa. 
This action was taken 
finally after a prolonged and persistent 
effort on the part of tho American com­ 
missioners. 
But now comes another hitch in the 
negotiations. 
This fresh difficulty grows 
out of tho claim for indemnity made by 
Germany. 
Tho American section of tho 
conference holds th at if any indemnity is 
paid it must be a merely nominal sum. 
Germany, on the contrary, maintains that 
in tho conflicts between the German forces 
and Samoans tho latter were invariably 
the aggressors. 
Besides tho native parti­ 
sans of King Malietoa were guilty of tho 
barbarous practice of beheading German 
sailors as well as inflicting upon the 
wounded particular cruelties.

R esult of the C ongressional Contest In 
the N ineteenth Illin o is D istrict. 


C e n t r a l ia , 111., May 22.—Returns so 
far received from Tuesday’s Congressional 
election in tho Nineteenth district show the 
election of J. R. Williams (Dora.) by a 
safe m ajority over T. & Ridgeway (Rep.). 
In this (Marion) county Williams has 400 
m ajority. 
Townsend’s m ajority in tho 
county last fall was 77. 
J. IP. Stella, the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benevolent association 
candidate, only polled 300 votes in the 
county. 
Returns from four townships in 
Benton county indicate that Williams has 
IOO m ajority, and show an 
increased 
Democratic vote. 
Judge Williams carried 
Carlyle by 117 m ajority, and his m ajority 
in Clinton county will bo about GOO. 
Largo Democratic gains are reported in 
W hite aud Saline counties, tho latter bo­ 
ing the only Republican county in tho dis­ 
trict, and which has probably gono for 
Williams. 
Carmi, J udgejWilliams’ home, 
has increased tho Democratic m ajority of 
last fall by 175 votes. 
Tho only Demo­ 
cratic losses so far reported come from Gal­ 
latin and Jefferson counties. 
Seven pre­ 
cincts out of thirteen in tho former give 
Williams 72 m ajority, a not loss of OU as 
compared with last fall. 
Mount Vernon, 
in Jefferson county, 
givos a Democratic 
m ajority of 117, a Republican gain of 4. 
Mount Vernon a1 so voted to issue bonds to 
rebuild the court house destroyed by tho 
cyclone last year.

"I don’t believe I could pass 
the civil service ^lamination myself if 
compelled to in order to bold the office 
to which I nave been appointed.”4Could 
there be a more significant commentary 
upoD the absurdity of the rules aud 
methods of that distinguished body from 
whioh we are asked to expeot an im­ 
provement in the fitness and worthiness 
of 
federal appointments.—St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
The remarks of Mr. Rosevelt brings to 
mind the discussion in the house of rep­ 
resentatives several years ago when the 
civil Eervioe bill was up for consideration 
in that body. 
The civil service exami­ 
nation is not a practical one. 
It may do 
for young men fresh from echool.but for 
practical men it is no good. The majority 
of the questions asked by the commission 
are not business like or in any way prac­ 
tical ; so that during the discussion re­ 
ferred to it was claimed that there were 
not twenty men in the house of repre­ 
sentatives who could answer'the percent­ 
age of 
questions neceesary to entitle 
them to a certificate. 
And the fact 
was 
also 
revealed 
that 
the 
most efficient clerks in the departments 
at Washington—men of long experience 
in their respective positions—could not 
begin to pass a civil service examination. 
The civil service commission never tests 
the businesss qualifications of a candi­ 
date. 
It throws some catch questions 
at him whioh are of no sort of use as a 
general rule, aud it tho candidate fails 
to answer them, he is rejected. 
As Mr. Rosevelt knows how this is 
himself, it is Loped he will reform the 
civil service commission. It needs re 
fern.itg badly.

Tuesday morning, when the reading of tho 
journal had been completed, “is House 
bill 299 on third reading.” 
It was tho 
Chicago 
drainage bill. 
It was read 
through. 
Then Mr. 
Rinelmrdt made a 
speech against the bill, and concluded by 
m oving that it be recalled to tho order of 
second reading for the purpose of making 
a verbal amendment. 
Mr. MacMillan movod to lay that mo­ 
tion on the table. 
This motion prevailed. 
Mr. Shumway made a long speech, re 
viewing the history of tho bill ami in op ­ 
position to it. 
The Senate then took a 
recess to 2 o’clock. 
On reassembling discussion of tho bill 
continued for an hour and then tho roll 
was called and the bill passed by Iii yeas 
to IS nays. 
Immediately after tho vote was an­ 
nounced Senator Pierce moved to recon­ 
sider and Senator MacMillan moved to 
table that motion, tho latter prevailing. 
This parliamentary action prevents any 
further delay in the Senate and permits 
the bid to bo sent immcdiut ly to tho 
House for concurrence in tho amendments. 
From present appearances tho bill will go 
to tho Governor on Thursday or not later 
than Friday. 
Some of those who always 
know everything before tho fact confident­ 
ly assert that it w ill be vetoed, but no oho 
intimate at tho executive office makes any 
such conjecture. 
In tho House 
tho 
Senate 
bill 
in­ 
troduced 
by 
Mr. 
Crawford to 
regu­ 
late primary elections was taken up on 
second reading. 
Tho amendments pre­ 
pared by tho House committee on elections 
w ereiteken up one by one and adopted, 
and the bill ordered to third reading. 
Mr. McClanahan’8 bill to provide for 
the prevention of the evils of intemper­ 
ance and crime b j the prohibition of tho 
manufacture and sale 
of 
intoxicating 
liquor came up as a special order oh third 
reading. 
This bill is very sweeping in its 
nature and provides for absolute statutory 
prohibition. 
Mr. 
McClanahan 
spoke 
briefly in behalf of his measure, and with­ 
out further debate the roll was called upon 
its passage and it failed to pass, receiving 
only 55 yeas to 82 nays. 
Tho Houso bill, introduced 
by Mr. 
Crafts, to expedite tho trial of certain 
suits at law in courts of record by tho 
creation of a short cause calendar was read 
a third time and passed by a largo vote. 
The tax levy bill, to provide tho neces­ 
sary revenue for State purposes, was read 
a third time and passed. 
Mr. Stinson presented an amendment, 
which, after considerable discussion, was 
adopted, revising tho bill in accordance 
with the same measure pending in tho 
Senate by also including the Jacksonville 
insane hospital. 
Tho bill as ordered to 
third reading appropriates $120,800 each 
to tho Elgin Insane Hospital, the Anna 
Insane Hospital, and tho Jacksonville In­ 
sane Hospital for the accommodation of 
300 additional patients in each institution. 
Tho exciting incident of the forenoon 
was Mr. Eddy’s motion to reconsider tho 
vote by which the House had passed the 
bill to prevent fraud and deception in tho 
manufacture and sale of dairy products. 
This is the measure indorsed by tho State 
Dairymen’s association and reported as a 
committee bill by tho committee on live 
stock 
and 
dairying. 
It 
provides 
for 
tho 
labeling 
and 
proper 
identification 
in 
all 
cases 
of 
filled cheese, 
oleomargarine, aud other 
imitations of dairy products, Messrs. Mer­ 
ritt, Eddy and others sought to kill tho 
bill by moving to postpone tho motion to 
reconsider until Thursday next. 
This was 
promptly objected to by Messrs. 
Hunt, 
Hunter and Mooney, 
and rallying their 
friends, these gentlemen succeeded in tab­ 
ling Mr. M erritt’s motion for postpone­ 
ment 
The yeas and nays 
Yvero then de­ 
manded, and Mr. Eddy’s motion to re­ 
consider was laid on tho table by a vote o f 
CS yeas to 30 nays. 
The savings-bank bill occasioned some­ 
thing of a struggle in tho Houso in tho 
afternoon. 
Mr. Stoskopf called it up and 
there were demands for tho yeas and nays 
upon a motion to commit and to strike out 
tho enacting words, but finally it went to 
third reading, and the friends of tho bill 
are rather jubilant 
over their success. 
They have 
some 
hopes of getting it 
through before the session Is concluded.
